SUMMARY: WIRES AND NETS REPORT HAK MEETINGS WITH BRITISH 
PM, SHIFTING ATTENTION TO CYPRUS QUESTION IN BRUSSELS, 

BEFORE PROCEEDING TO ME WITH AL AHRAM REPORTING SADAT QUOTE 
OPTIMISTIC END QUOTE THAT HAK WOULD ARRANGE AGREEMENT. 

WIRES: 

1. AP SCHWEID - LONDON: "HAK HEADED INTO HIS 1 1TH ME 
PEACE MISSION TODAY AMID SPECULATION WHETHER THE PALESTINE 
GUERRILLA RAID IN TEL AVIV DIMINISHED HIS CHANCES OF 
SUCCESS. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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HAK WAS DUE IN EGYPT TONIGHT AFTER A STOP EN ROUTE IN 
BRUSSELS TO MEET WITH GREEK FM BITSIOS. THE SEMIOFFICIAL 
CAIRO PAPER AL AHRAM SAID PRESIDENT SADAT WOULD TELL HIS 
VISITOR THE TERRORIST ATTACK WEDNESDAY NIGHT PROVED THE 
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NECESSITY OF ’DEFUSING ALL REASONS FOR EXPLOSION IN THE 
AREA." 

HOWEVER, AL AHRAM SAID SADAT TOLD IT HE WAS "OPTIMISTIC" 

THAT HE WAS NOT SELLING THEM OUT. ACCORDING TO AL AHRAM, 

HE SAID THAT HE HAS RECEIVED ASSURANCES FROM WASHINGTON 
THAT YASIR ARAFAT'S PALESTINE LIBERATION ORGANIZATION WILL 
BE RECOGNIZED AS THE SOLE REPRESENTATIVE OF THE PALESTINE 
PEOPLE AND AS A FULL PARTICIPANT IN THE FUTURE GENEVA 
CONFERENCE ON THE ME. 

THIS WAS IN EFFECT CONTRADICTED BY HAK’S CHIEF AIDE FOR 
THE ME, UNDER SECRETARY OF STATE SISCO, IN A TELEVISION 
INTERVIEW BROADCAST IN NEW YORK THURSDAY NIGHT BUT FILMED 
BEFORE SADAT'S REMARKS WERE PUBLISHED. SISCO SAID THAT 
THE US COULD NOT RECOGNIZE THE PLO UNTIL THE PLO ACCEPTED 
THE LEGALITY OF ISRAEL'S EXISTENCE AS A NATION. 

THE CAIRO NEWSPAPER AL GOMHURIA SAID SADAT AND HAK IN THEIR 
TALKS WOULD CONCENTRATE ON THESE POINTS: A NEW ISRAELI 
WITHDRAWAL IN THE SINAI; AN EGYPTIAN PLEDGE TO THE US 
THAT IT WILL REFRAIN FROM ENGAGING IN WAR AGAINST ISRAEL 
AS LONG AS ISRAEL RESPECTS THE DISENGAGEMENT AGREEMENT 
AND DOES NOT ATTACK SYRIA EITHER; A US GUARANTEE THAT 
ISRAEL WILL NOT ATTACK ON EITHER THE EGYPTIAN OR SYRIAN 
FRONT; THE STATUS OF THE UN PEACE FORCE AND EXTENSION 

OF ITS LIFE IF THERE IS ANOTHER WITHDRAWAL AGREEMENT; 

AND AN EGYPTIAN PLEDGE TO OPEN THE SUEZ CANAL AFTER THE 
NEW AGREEMENT." 

2. UPI - LONDON: "HAK TURNED HIS ATTENTION TO THE CYPRUS 
CRISIS TODAY BEFORE FLYING TO THE ME ON A PEACE MISSION 
ALREADY UNDER ATTACK BY PALESTINE GUERRILLAS. 

AFTER A BUSY MORNING OF APPOINTMENTS IN LONDON, HAK 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ARRANGED TO FLY TO BRUSSELS THIS AFTERNOON FOR TALKS 
WITH GREEK FM BITSIOS, A SENIOR AMERICAN OFFICIAL SAID THE 
TWO WOULD DISCUSS WAYS TO GET GREECE AND TURKEY TO RESUME 
TALKS ABOUT THE FUTURE OF CYPRUS. THE NEGOTIATIONS BROKE 
DOWN LAST AUGUST. ... 

YESTERDAY, HAK CONDEMNED THE ATTACK ON TEL AVIV BY 
PALESTINIAN GUERRILLAS AS "SENSELESS" VIOLENCE BOUND TO 
LEAD TO ISRAELI REPRISALS AND COMPLICATE THE SEARCH FOR 
PEACE. 

THE PLO DESCRIBED THE ATTACK AS A WARNING THAT THE 
PALESTINIANS MUST BE CONSIDERED IN ANY NEW PEACE AGREEMENT. 
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HAK MET WITH PM HAROLD WILSON FOR 35 MINUTES ACCOMPANIED 
BY US AMBASSADOR ELLIOT RICHARDSON. A SPOKESMAN AT 10 
DOWNING ST. SAID, "THEY DISCUSSED MATTERS OF MUTUAL 
INTEREST, INCLUDING THE ME.,

1. MARVIN KALB - CBS RADIO FROM LONDON: AFTER A 
MORNING OF TALKS HERE WITH TOP BRITISH LEADERS, HAK

HE FOCUSSES ON THE CYPRUS CRISIS - A MEETING THERE 
WITH GREEK FM BITSIOS AN EFFORT ON HAK'S PART TO LEARN

TERRORIST ATTACK IN TEL AVIV TO PROVE THAT SOME ARABS 
CAN REACH AGREEMENT WITH ISRAEL EVEN IF OTHERS ARE STILL 
WEDDED TO VIOLENCE. THE SECRETARY ... STILL REMAINS 
HOPEFUL ABOUT ARRANGING ANOTHER SINAI AGREEMENT BETWEEN 
EGYPT AND ISRAEL SOMETIME THIS MONTH.

HE CONCEDED THAT IF THE PALESTINIANS ARE ABLE TO CARRY 
OUT A SERIES OF SIMILAR ATTACKS AGAINST ISRAEL IN THE 
COMING DAYS, AS THEY HAVE THREATENED, IT COULD 
CREATE A PROBLEM IN THE NEGOTIATIONS. 

BUT THE OFFICIAL SAID THAT HE WAS CONVINCED THAT BOTH 
SADAT AND ISRAELI PM RABIN WANT AN AGREEMENT FOR A

WHETHER SADAT IS PREPARED TO MAKE SUFFICIENT CONCESSIONS 
FOR THE AGREEMENT TO SATISFY THE ISRAELIS IS STILL A 
QUESTION, BUT THE OFFICIAL DID NOT THINK THAT SADAT 
WOULD FORSAKE HIS OWN COUNTRY'S BEST INTERESTS BECAUSE

A SENIOR OFFICAL IN HAK'S ENTOURAGE SAID THAT, IN 

THE ARAB WORLD, LEADERS OF THE INDIVIDUAL ARAB COUNTRIES 

"PLAY WITH THE PLO AS THEY NEED IT.” THE IMPLICATION 
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WAS THAT WHILE THE ARAB LEADERS PAY LIP SERVICE TO 
PALESTINIAN DEMANDS, THEIR OWN NATIONAL INTERESTS
